| ferian Crimes, Sins which can never at- 
tend Men to Heaven, having brought | 


down the Angels of Heaven to Hell. 


There are ſome ſort of Sins, ſuch as' 
Drunkenneſs and Whoredom, (however 


damning) that the Devil cannot poſſi- 


bly 
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bly commit; but Envy and Malice, Sa- 
crilege, Hypocriſy and Rebellion, and 
intoxicating Pride are peculiar to him; 5 
and they are the Devil's Sins ſo pro. 
perly, that they are properly called De- 
viliſh in Men or Chriſtians where-ever 
found: And as theſe of all Sins are the 
moſt diabolical, ſo they are the moſt 
damning, which is very evident from 
the terrible Emphaſis and Force St.

| Prerogative, a and it as much deſires that 


Property ſhould be ſecured by all honeſt 


and lawful Means: It ſues for Mercy 
of the Prince, but it would not have 


i 
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the Subjefts abuſe it to ill Purpoſes; 
and though it does allow them a Liber- 
ty in a regular way to do that which 
they judge to be beſt for themſelves, yet 
it by no means gives them leave to tell 
their Prince what he muſt do, or to 
thruſt themſelves in as Spies upon, or 
Judges over his Actions: In fine, it en- 
joyns us to obey him in all things that 
are lawful and honeſt ; and if he com- 
mands us otherwiſe, it permits us 
patiently to ſuffer for what we cannot 
by Law comply with, 


This is the dd Doctrine of our 
Church, (for which her Fame may be 
juſtly celebrated over all the Chriſtian 
World) in which let us all with one Con- 
ſent reſolve to live and die; for where 
can we hope to be taught better, or in 
what Communion can we hope to gain 
Heaven ſooner than in this, whoſe Prin- 
ciples are ſo ſound, whoſe Doctrine is ſo 
pure, whoſe Rites and Ceremonies are
